Groundbreaking for Green 
Draws Dignitaries Here on

The chill wind whipped 
the flags flanking the stage. 
The sun blazed. Greenbelt’s 
mayor declared that “the 
wind was blowing and going 
our way.” It was an historic 
occasion—October 7, 1989, 
the groundbreaking for the 
long-awaited, eagerly anti¬ 
cipated Metro Green line— 
terminus, Greenbelt, MD. 
Well, the line won’t open un¬ 
til late 1993, 23 years after 
a compact with the State of 
Maryland and Metro to build 
it. But the flags were fly¬ 
ing, the Prince Georges Po¬ 
lice Pipe Band played, and a 
host of public officials as¬ 
sured the assembled crowd 
of 100 persons that Metro 
was on its way to Greenbelt. 

County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening welcomed the dignitaries 
and guests. He noted that the 
station would be located south 
of the Beltway along the east 
side of the CSXT railroad. Local 
access would be via Cherrywood 
Lane, which the county is im¬ 
proving at a cost of $9, million. 
Regional access to the station 
will be via new “fixover” Belt- 
way ramps that are under con¬ 
struction now. An underground 
passageway will provide pedes¬ 
trian access beneath the railroad 
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tracks to the future Greenbelt 
MARC commuter rail station to 
be built just south of the Metro 
station. 

It is anticipated that the 
Green Line will add 40,000 riders 
per day to a system that now 
handles 500,000 riders per day. 
Glendening hailed the opening as 
“the end of a long challenging 
road” and thanked the many citi¬ 
zens who had worked to move the 
project ahead through a bevy of 
protests and lawsuits. Glenden¬ 
ing paid tribute to Governor 
William Donald Schaefer, who 
did not hesitate to condemn land 
in College Park when that city’s 
council threatened further delays 
of the project 

Metro Board Chairman, and 
Greenbelt’s County Councilman, 
Richard Castaldi beamed happily 
as he remarked that the opening 
was “really a thrill for me—the 
end of long hard effort. . . J 
want you all back when we open 
this line,” he stated, noting that 
the ride from Greenbelt to Metro 
Center will be only 28 minutes. 
“I was not only born and raised 
in Greenbelt,” Castaldi reminded 
the crowd, “but my birthday is 
in October and this (groundbreak¬ 
ing) is a birthday present to me.” 

Maryland Senator Paul Sar¬ 
banes was praised by Glenden¬ 
ing for his “crucial help in get¬ 
ting funding.” Sarbanes, in turn, 
praised Maryland’s Barbara Mi- 
kulski and Congressman Steny

Hoyer for their roles, “It’s a 
terrific day for Greenbelt,” be 
commented. 

Mikulski called Metro “Amer¬ 
ica’s subway” and promised “to 
do my best for Prince Georges 
County.”

Candidates Go into High Gear 
With Forums, Doorknocking

Interest is building up among Greenbeiters about the 
upcoming November 7 city council election. As election 
day draws near, campaign signs are proliferating through¬ 
out the city, candidates are door-knocking and four candi¬ 
dates’ forums are scheduled. Campaigning in earnest are 
all five members of the current city council — Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld, Mayor Pro-Tern Joseph C. Isaacs and Council- 
members Antoinette M. “Toni” Bram, Edward V. J, Putens 
and Thomas X. White — along with challengers Roy Dahl, 


Konrad Herling, Ruth Kastr 

All candidates are expected to 
state their positions and field 
questions at various forums. The 
first face-off, sponsored by Cit¬ 
izens For Greenbelt (CFG), 
takes place tonight, Thursday, 
at the Greenbelt Community 
Church. The church will also 
be the setting for the Gray 
Panthers Forum on Saturday, 
October 14 at 1:30 p.m. Candi¬ 
dates will be on stage again at 
the Greenbelt East Advisory 
Committee’s forum on Monday, 
October 23 in the Greenbriar 
Community Center at 7 p.m. 
They will also appear at Green 
Ridge House. (The CFG forum 
can be viewed on Channel B-10 
next Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday at 2 and 7 p.m.) 

Some 3,636 eligible Greenbelt 
voters are currently on the voter 
registration rolls, a 17% increase 
over the 1987 total of 3,106. 
(See chart on page 8). Durjug 
the past two years’ the city’s 
population increased from an es¬ 
timated 18,943 in 1987 to an es¬ 
timated 19,729 in 1989. Three 
precincts showed an increase in 
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voter registration from 1987, in 
particular in Greenbelt East’s 
Precinct 13, where new develop¬ 
ment has occurred and where in¬ 
creased traffic and the proposed 
Sunrise apartment development 
are concerns. In precinct 13, reg¬ 
istration was up by 30%; in pre¬ 
cinct 3 by 14% and in precinct 
6 by 20%. Registration in 
Springhill Lake’s precinct 8 has 
decreased by 30% since the 1987 
city council elections. 

In 1987 there were about 8,940 
dwelling units in the city. Today, 
the city-wide estimate is about 
9,232 units - 1,255 condominiums, 
631 detached single family hom¬ 
es, 2,540 townhouses and 4,806 
apartments. 

There will be no referendum 
questions on the ballot this year. 
However, voters will again be 
asked to complete a question¬ 
naire dealing with city programs 
and services. A complete copy 
of the questionnaire will be pub¬ 
lished in a future issue of the 
News Review and will be avail¬ 
able at the polls. 


A STUDY IN CONTRASTS

The Greenbelt Arts Center has returned to the stage 
with “Contrasts: A Program of One Act Plays.” Two more 
performances are scheduled for Friday and Saturday, Oc¬ 


tober 13 and 14, at 8 p.m., at 

“Contrasts” is an apt name for 
the program. The first play, 
“Found a Peanut” by Dona’d 
Margulies, deals with children’s 
acceptance of changes and lim¬ 
its, including the ultimate change 
and limit, death. Despite the 
weighty underlying theme of the 
play, director Alexander Totz 
gets vital, energetic performanc¬ 
es from his cast, whose bodies 
sneak the non-verbal language 
of children perfectly. The use 
of masks adds to the play’s af¬ 
fect. Especially good perform¬ 
ances are turned in by Kerry 
Duganas Melody, Jeff Binder as 
Mike, and Greenbelt’s Mike Coon¬ 
ey as Jeff. 

Unfortunately, the cast of the 
second play, “Dynatron Sys¬ 
tems,” is not able to do much 
with the script's dialogue. The 
play concerns the last night of a 
bitter old man, as he harshly 
and gleefully deals with all the 
people who have made his life 
miserable. The trouble is, the 
supposed bad guys just aren’t 
that unlikeable. 

“I’m Herbert,” by Robert An¬ 
derson, is a welcome contrast to 
its predecessors. It is a charm¬ 
ing conversation between an old 
couple, played with tender spirit 
by Bill Fedorshik and Nina Ruth, 
The couple quarrels and mixes 
up events past and present; how¬ 
ever, director A. C. Mendenhall 
brings out the joy the couple 
still gets from life. 

The highlight of the evening 
is “Advice to the Players,” a 
play reaffirming that the only 
just way to deal with people is 
as individuals, not as members 
of groups. The play, directed by 
Marie Tousignant, is about two

black South Africans, who are 
in Baltimore to perform “Wait¬ 
ing for Godot.”

Neither side 
cares about the men involved 
The play is rather predictable, 
and playwright Bruce Bonafede’s 
point is almost too obvious; how¬ 
ever, extremely strong perform¬ 
ances from the entire cast es¬ 
pecially Marshall S. Jackson and 
Carlton O. Ray who portray the 
actors with energy and feeling, 
and an ample dose of humor 
make the play reason enough to 
attend “Contrasts.’ Alex Barnes, 
Jr. makes his debut performance.

Our Findings 

Since the level of the county 
property tax rate for Greenbelt 
residents has been brought up in 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld's current 
campaign flyer, we researched 
fthis issue. We want to share our 
findings with the voters. 

In Prince Georges County 
there are 28 incorporated juris¬ 
dictions. In the past the county 
tax rate for these municipalities 
was the same as for the nonin¬ 
corporated jurisdictions, even 
though the cities provided sever¬ 
al services themselves, without 
using the Prince Georges equiva¬ 
lents. This obviously led to dou¬ 
ble taxation. For many years 
the mayor and council of Green¬ 
belt, as well as the other munici¬ 
palities, have been working to 
correct this inequity. 

When the county recognized 
the problem, partial relief was 
granted by providing a tax re¬ 
bate which was paid to each mu¬ 
nicipality. The rebate was based 
on the fact that the county did 
not maintain municipal streets. 
Other services performed by the 
municipalities were ignored. In 
1983, with the active support of 
Greenbelrt's State Senator and 
Delegates of the Maryland Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, a law was passed 
mandating the countv to negoti 
ate a tax differential formula 
with its municipalities. This led 
to the tax differential, phased in 
over the fiscal years 1984/5 and 
1985/6. The tax differential is 
the difference between the county 
tax rates within municipalities 
and the tax rate for the nonin¬ 
corporated jurisdictions. The a- 
mount is different for each muni¬ 
cipality and is based on the ser¬ 
vices provided by it. Currently 
the difference is largest for Lau¬ 
rel (56 cents) and smallest for 
SostL Pleasant (17 cents). For 
Greenbelt and four other munici¬ 
palities it is 51 cents. 

To consider the impact of the 
tax differential for Greenbelt 
taxpayers, one has to return to 
the period 1984/6 when the dif¬ 
ferential was phased in. The 
amount of the differential was 
based on the city providing pub¬ 
lic works and police service and 
amounted to a total of 47 cents. 
However, it replaced the above- 
mentioned tax rebate paid by the 
county to Greenbelt. Thus the

There are always 
alternatives; why aren't we hear¬ 
ing about them?

net impact of the end of double 
taxation amounted to 39 cents 
Unfortunately, this impact was 
quickly absorbed by new expen¬ 
ditures. Whereas in 1984/5 the 
dollar amount of individual pro¬ 
perty taxes was lower than the 
previous year, already in 1985/6 
it had surpassed the pre-tax- 
differential level, and has been 
increasing ever since. The con¬ 
tinued increase in assessed value 
and rising city taxes are major 
factors. And regarding the fu¬ 
ture: in our letter to the Editor 
of June 15 we stated that in five 
years taxes will have increased 
by 62% of the referendum to 
convert Center School into a 
community center passed. Well, 
it passed. 

The above facts and figures re¬ 
garding the tax differential have 
been derived from letters written 
by the Greenbelt City Manager 
and the Prince Georges County 
Executive.

Maryland state law requires 
motorists to come to a complete 
stop at least 20 feet from the 
rear or front of a school bus in 
which the red warning lights in¬ 
dicate that students are entering 
or leaving, and motorists are 
urged to watch carefully for 
signs that a bus is preparing to 
stop. 

Many buses of the Prince Ge¬ 
orges County Public Schools are 
equipped with a stop signal arm 
that extends into the traffic lane 
to help notify motorists that the 
bus is stopped for students. More 
than 500 buses are equipped with 
the additional eight-light system 
in which amber lights flash as a 
warning that the bus is prepar¬ 
ing to stop.

At its regular meeting, held on September 11, 1989, the 
City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter 
Amendment Resolution 1989-1 (Resolution Number 701), 
and the following title of the Resolution is a fair sum¬ 
mary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, AD¬ 
OPTED PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF AR¬ 
TICLE HE OF THE CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND 
AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNO¬ 
TATED CODE OF MARYLAND, (1957 EDITION AS 
AMENDED), TITLE, “CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL”, 
SUB-TITLE “HOME RULE” TO AMEND THE CHAR¬ 
TER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT FOUND, IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF 
MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983 EDI¬ 
TION AS AMENDED), AS PREPARED BY THE DE¬ 
PARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE PURSU¬ 
ANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE GEN¬ 
ERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY RE¬ 
PEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMEND¬ 
MENTS SECTION 4, TITLE “CREATION. QUALIFICA¬ 
TIONS : COMPENSATION”, TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
MAYOR SHALL RECEIVE A SALARY OF $6,000 PER 
ANNUM AND THAT THE OTHER MEMBERS OF 
COUNCIL EACH SHALL RECEIVE A SALARY OF 
$5,000 PER ANNUM 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and 
be considered a part of the Charter of the City of Green¬ 
belt, Maryland, according to the terms of the amendment, 
in all respects to be effective and observed as such, 
upon the 13th day of November, 1989, unless on or before 
the 23rd day of October, 1989 there shall be presented 
to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or 
mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for referendum 
signed by twenty percent or more of the persons qualified 
to vote in the regular election of the City of Greenbelt, 
requesting the above Charter amendment be submitted 
on referendum to the voters of the City of Greenbelt^

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Lively Discussion Held 
On Clothing of the 7930's

The Friends of the Greenbelt Museum recently spon¬ 
sored a lecture on “Clothing of the 1930s” at the Greenbelt 
library. Jo Paoletti, an associate professor of the school 
of textiles and design at the University of Maryland, led a 
lively discussion which captured the lifestyle of the period. 


The personal experiences of 
many members of the audience 
who lived during the post-De¬ 
pression days proved a highlight 
of the evening. Pearl Siegel re¬ 
called that her family was rea¬ 
sonably well-clothed during that 
period. They lived in New York 
where her father worked in a 
clothing factory. After normal 
working hours ended, he was 
permitted to make clothes for 
his children. 

Another woman reminisced 
about the price of material. “Per¬ 
cale cost 5 cents a yard and eye¬ 
let was 10 cents a yard. I could 
make a lovely pinafore for about 
25 cents,” she said. She also re¬ 
membered making mother and 
daughter dresses and specially 
designed maternity clothes. Since 
pregnant women did not venture 
out of the house once they began 
“to show,” maternity clothes were 
not readily available. 

Mary Linstrom remembers be¬ 
ing very stylishly dressed in a 
redingote—a woman’s lightweight 
coat, open at the front, that 
covered a matching dress. 

In the late 1930s and early 
1940’s, fabric was difficult to 
obtain because many domestic 
goods were being used for war 
materials. Paoletti commented 
that Congress passed legislation 
severely limiting new styles and 
colors that manufacturers could 
produce in a given year. This 
meant that people wore their 
clothing longer since they didn’t 
go out of style. While the con¬ 
sumer apparently saved money, 
the prohibition had an inhibiting 
effect on the fashion industry, 
particularly on creativity in de¬ 
sign. 

Another person fondly remem¬ 
bered flour sack dresses. Her 
county home extension agen^ 
gave sewing lessons on how to 
convert men’s suits and coats for 
children’s coats. Since World War 
II lasted longer than some 
thought, many men wore out 
their remaining clothing before 


men’s suits and coats became 
readily available again. During 
this period, Paoletti explained, 
the cuffs on men’s pants were 
often cut off and the material 
reprocessed for uniforms or 
blankets. 

Another person remembered 
fondly flour sack dresses. Her 
mother collected same pattern 
flour sacks to have enough ma¬ 
terial to make dresses for her 
children. 

In the slide presentation, Pao¬ 
letti showed a page from a 1930s 
Sears catalog for children’s cos¬ 
tumes. A Buck Rogers costume 
sold for $2.98, while an Indian 
time. 

Paoletti also commented on the 
story that hemlines mirror the 
state of the economy. Many peo¬ 
ple think that in good economic 
times, women’s hemlines go up 
and in bad times, they go down. 
History reveals that this story 
was created as a whimsical piece 
by a New York Times reporter 
around the turn of the century. 
However, it was picked up by a 
number of newspapers around 
the country, widely reported as 
“scientific,” and believed by many 
for decades afterwards. 

Paoletti is part of the research 
team that has worked on the 
new exhibit at the National Mu¬ 
seum of American History, “Men 
and Women: A History of 
Costume, Gender and Po-wer,” 
through December. 

FOGM is interested in hearing 
from other persons who may have 
personal recollections of cloth¬ 
ing of the 1930s and 1940s. Any¬ 
one who would like to share these 
with others is asked to 'write 
them down and send them to 
FOGM, P.O, Box 1025, Greenbelt, 
Md.

County Plan to Expand Library 
Program Gets Kick off in City

County executive Parris Glendening announced a $25 
million expansion program for county libraries at a press 
conference held in the Greenbelt Library on Wednesday, 
September 20. The program will extend for six years 
from fiscal year 1991 to 1996. 


Glendening commented that the 
Greenbelt library was a fitting 
place to hold the conference be¬ 
cause Greenbelt is undergoing 
the “type of transformation we 
are talking about/' Up to $170,- 
000 has been spent on the Green¬ 
belt library so far. Extensive in¬ 
terior work has been done, new 
carpeting, shelving/tables, etc. 
supplied, and glass atrium for 
quiet reading. A further $338,- 
000 will be spent on the Green¬ 
belt library for a new roof and 
landscaping. 

Under Glendening’s 6-year Gen¬ 
ital Improvement Plan, two new 
libraries would be built in Largo 
Kettering and Glenn Dale, en¬ 
larging the system to 23 librar¬ 
ies. The Laurel library will be 
expanded and the Upper Marl¬ 
boro library moved to a larger 
site Also a new bookmobile will 
be purchased for citizens of sou¬ 
thern Prince Georges County. 

Under the plan all libraries 
will be enhanced and a variety of 
technological services implement¬ 
ed. A computer program would 
give residents access to the re¬ 
sources of the county libraries 
from home and office computers. 
Currently there are seven per¬ 
sonal computer centers with 21 
personal computers (including a 
center in the Greenbelt branch). 
Under this program it is hoped 
that this number will be doubled. 
Comnuter equipment is leased so 
that it can be easily updated with 
no large outlay for replacement. 

Libraries will be designed with 
the neighborhoods in mind, Glen- 


dening explained, so that they 
will be assets to the communities, 
more friendly and inviting. One 
percent of construction costs wi 1 ' 
go to art, both inside and outside 
the buildings. He backed up this 
statement by showing a render¬ 
ing of a conceptual design for a 
new library. He used charts to 
illustrate his other points. 

Glendening boasted that the 
Prince Georges County library 
system is recognized national!’ 
for such things as its business 
information fair. It has the lar¬ 
gest audio-visual library in the 
state. New programs recently 
initiated are the Wee Care pro¬ 
gram, which provides library 
services to family day care 
homes, and the talking book cen¬ 
ter for the visually impaired. 

Last year circulation in the 
library was 5.3 million (up 43% 
in the last five years) with an¬ 
other 2.1 million usage in the 
libraries. When the library sys¬ 
tem began to operate in 1945, 
the county population was 127,- 
000, and “we are now a county 
of over 700,000,” he said. 

A $16 million bond package, 
which must first be approved by 
the voters, would pay for the ex¬ 
pansion. Glendening is optimis¬ 
tic that the bill will pass. When 
asked whether salaries of library 
staff ’will be increased, he said 
that there was clearly a need for 
expansion in the operating bad- 
get to keep up with the exp^il- 
ing facilities.

We look more and more like any other sub¬ 
urb and it’s time to get back on the right 
track. 

To Manage our Growth I propose the fol¬ 
lowing steps and approaches to be taken. 

1. Establish a Department of Planning. 

Our City Development and Planning Co¬ 
ordinator has done an excellent job. But ask¬ 
ing one planner to handle the myriad of 
complex concerns is most unfair—both to 
the city’s planner and to the City as a whole. 
To say our town has grown is stating the 
obvious. It is equally obvious that our re¬ 
sources have to catch up if we are going to 
have any meaningful say in the future of 
Greenbelt. 

In order to lobby more effectively with the 
County, a department of planning will make 
it easier to define our goals and very impor¬ 
tantly, to design options which we will 
support. For example, with adequate plan¬ 
ning resources, we could be designing op¬ 
tions for the new metro site with respect to 
future development there. We could then 
build a consensus community-wide before 
the County presents us with its version. 
We must be ahead of the County if we are 


to effectively lobby for our positions. 

2. Develop Alternatives to the Car in get¬ 
ting back and forth to the New Metro site. 

If you think traffic is bad now, it will be 
worse in 1993, With the advent of Metro, 
30,000 to 40,000 passengers a day will be 
making use of the subway. Many of these 
riders will be coming from outside of Green¬ 
belt. It is imperative that we work now to 
secure the financing and design necessary 
for frequent bus-service, and to seriously 
consider other options such as an overpass 
from original Greenbelt to the metro site for 
bicyclists and pedestrians. Equally as im¬ 
portant, we must work with the entire region 
to reduce the traffic count coming from out¬ 
side of Greenbelt. 

3. The city should look into the possibility 
of transferring the development rights of 
prospective developers such as Sunrise Pro¬ 
perties to other land more suitable for their 
respective proposed uses. The concept of 
transferring development rights is employed 
elsewhere throughout the Country to pre¬ 
serve open space and farm land and should 
be considered here. 

4. A full commitment to preserving open 
space as open space should be an integral 
element to a growth management policy. Pre¬ 
serving such open space should be pursued 
with as much vigor as those who preserved 
the Manassas Battlefield two years ago. 
While many may see this issue now as some¬ 
thing “taken care of”, we all must be mind¬ 
ful that the jury in January of next year 
may deem the value of Parcel 1 at a higher 
value than that for which the City has com¬ 
mitted funds. We must be ready for that 


contingency. 

5. Finally, we should take a leadership 
role in establishing common environmental 
and growth management values throughout 
the county. The objective is to make it 
politically attractive for the other eight 
County Couneilmembers to support propo¬ 
sals which would result in balanced, rational 
growth management. This type of coalition 
effort can succeed. AH one needs to refer to 
is the successful effort to block the County’s 
proposed incinerator in 1988. That, believe 
me, was a County-wide effort. 

We must be committed to applying newtown 
principles, upon which our city was founded, 
the Greenbelt of the 1990s and beyond, I 
pledge to all of you the effort and energy 
needed to help make this happen, knowing 
that our city can only work best, when we 
work together.

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Hikers Find Healthy Streams 
Are Threatened by Erosion

The pruide waded out into Beaver Dam Creek, picked up 
a small log and brought it back to shore. Turning it over 
he showed an eager audience that he had found what he had 
been searching for—insects. Proof that the creek was in 


good health. 

The guide was Mike Tolker of 
the Anacostia Watershed Res¬ 
toration Project of the Interstate 
Commission of the Potomac Riv¬ 
er Basin. He led members of the 
sponsoring group, the Commit¬ 
tee to Save the Green Belt, and 
other interested persons on Sat¬ 
urday, September 30 on a stream 
walk of some of the streams 
found in Greenbelt's woods east 
of Ridge Road. 

Tolker led the tour through 
the bright sunny woodlands 
touched by the signs of early 
autumn. The bounty of nature's 
autumn harvest was waiting to 
be eaten by the inhabitants of 
the woods. Acorns were strewn 
on the ground and the scarlet 
berries of dogwood and hearts-a- 
bustin-with-love euonymus could 
be seen. 


This was more than a walk 
dowm well-worn familiar paths; 
it was an opportunity to learn 
facts about the streams in our 
woods. 

The walk began at the rain¬ 
water culvert next to 58 court 
of Ridge Road, the start of a 
little stream, and headed east on 
the main path beside the stream. 
We were in the stream valley 
between Plateau Place and Laur¬ 
el Hill Road. As we walked, Tol¬ 
ker told us some woodland lore, 
like how the Indians made canoes 
out of the tall, straight Tulip 
Poplar trees. He demonstrated 
how they made rope out of the 
fibers of the inner bark of the 
same tree. He pointed out that 
this was rich bottom land and 
could have been farmed at one 
time. 

After a few minutes the 
stream bed suddenly became a 
deep gully and continued this 
way as far as we followed it, 
Tolker guessed we were looking 
at the effects of erosion. When 
the land was cleared, large a- 
mounts of water would come 
through the stream after a heavy 
rain storm. The unconsolidated 
clays and sand that make un 
soil in this region are soft and 
would wash away easily. We 
could see piles of iron ore rocks 
in the stream bed ranging in size 
from pebbles to rocks a couple 
of feet across. 

The erosion continues, Tolker 
said, and pointed out spots where 
the trail was dangerously close 
to the endge of the bank and 


trees with exposed roots. The 
damage of erosion was especially 
obvious where the stream goes 
under the fence at the boundary 
of the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center. There were 
piles of sediments that had wash¬ 
ed down from the trail, which 
was visibly eroded at that point. 

What could individuals do to 
help the stream. w r e asked. Tolker 
told us that individuals could 
create sediment barriers at heav¬ 
ily eroded spots, such as logs 
staked into place, to slow down 
rain runoff and stop sediments 
from going into the stream. 

Building a settling pond near 
Ridge Road to capture storm wa¬ 
ter and let the silt settle out 
would be a project a local gov- 
ernnment would have to do, Tol¬ 
ker said. A pond would stop

those surges of water that rush 
down the stream after heavy 
rain storms. 

These storm surges limit the 
amount and type of life tH.it 
can live in the stream, he explain¬ 
ed, because many fishes need 
pebbles in which to lay their 
eggs and these storm surges 
wash away the eggs. It was his 
opinion that the stream water 
quality was good enough to sup¬ 
port many different kinds of life, 
including a little green frog he 
caught and showed to us. 


charge area. The water soaks 

into the porous soil, pollutants 
are filtered out, and the water 
comes out of the ground as clear, 
cold springs. It is important 
that the streams leading into the 
Anacostia River and eventually 
into the Chesapeake Bay be of 
high quality^ so as not to worsen 
the water quality downstream. 

A couple of simple experi¬ 
ments showed some of these 
principles. At several spots we 
stopped to pound a stake Into 
the ground to make a hole, then 
pour a quart of water into a sec¬ 
tion of a pipe stuck into the hole 
to see how quickly the ground 
would absorb the water. In the 
packed-down soil of the trail, the 
water was not absorbed at all; 
in the low-lying area under some 
bushes it took over seven minutes 
for the quart of water to be ab¬ 
sorbed; but all of the water was 
quickly absorbed in the woodland 
above the stream. 

! And it took 13 whacks to 
pound a stake into the ground 
in the low-lying spot, but only 
five in the woodland spot. This 
showed how rain water is ab¬ 
sorbed in the woodland and soft¬ 
ens the soil, Tolker explained, 
but in open areas and on pave¬ 
ment rain runs off and creates 
erosion. 

At the BARC fence we left the 
stream and followed the perim¬ 
eter trail along the fence through 
oak fence. The fence suddenly 
veered off to the left and we 
were standing in the creek bot¬ 
tom land of Beaver Dam Creek, 
The land was low and the creek 
meandered across the bottom land 
in several channels. On our right, 
the land rose up gradually and 
was heavily forested with plants 
of every type and size: trees, 
shrubs, ground cover. On our 
left, in the wet land, the Tulip 
Poplars towered above us in open 
woodland with few medium-sized 
trees or shrubs — just grasses. 
Tolker told us that this indicat¬ 
ed that the area was often flood¬ 
ed. 

It was here in Beaver Dam 
Creek that Tolker found the in¬ 
sects under the log. Although 
this indicated the creek water 
quality was good enough to sup¬ 
port a variety of life, the char¬ 
acter of the stream bed indicat¬ 
ed it had been affected by de¬ 
velopment. 

Upstream are the Northway 
ball fields, site of a landfill that 
was in active use for decades 
until the early 1970's. Tolker 
speculated that the sediment er¬ 
oding off the landfill covered up 
the old creek bed. The old land¬ 
fill will continue to affect the 
creek as substances leach out. 

The path soon left the creek 
side and we made our way back 
through sunlit woods to Plateau 
Place and civilzation. 


As we walked Tolker explain¬ 
ed that the woodland is a re¬

COMMUNITY CENTER 
TASK FORCE 


On June 27, 1989, citizens of Greenbelt approved $3 
million in bonds to finance a community center and ex¬ 
pressed preference for establishing such a community 
center at Center School. 


Council has established a Community Center Task Force 
to be responsible for the development of a plan and 
guidelines for the reutilization of Center School as a 
community center after it is transferred to the city. 
This shall include the allocation of space to various special 
uses and activities. 

The task force shall consist of six citizen members, pref¬ 
erably some with background in architecture and historic 
preservation, and from the business community. In addi¬ 
tion to the six citizen members, the task force shall in¬ 
clude one representative each of the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board. Park and Recreation Advisory Board, 
Community Relations Advisory Board, Greenbelt Arts 
Advisory Committee, and the Senior Citizen Task Force. 
The Community Center Task Force shall: 

1) Review and consider the evolution of the community 
center idea from its inception in the early 1980s, in¬ 
cluding concept plans, use proposals, surveys, and 
community needs. 

2) Evaluate the need to preserve the architectural in¬ 
tegrity of the Center School building which is listed 
in the Register of Historic Places, as well as the 
relationship of the use of the building to the original 
Greenbelt town plan as relates to the reutilization of 
the building. 

3) Conduct public meetings to solicit public input on 
the community center idea. 

4) Prepare a report to the City Council recommending 
a usage plan for the community center.

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Shrubbery is Becoming 
A Perennial Issue

At the September 21 meeting of the Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. (GHI) board of directors, John Taylor, long-term 
member of the Nominations and Elections Committee, be¬ 
came the second new board member appointed in as many 
weeks. He fills the vacancy created by the resignation of 
Suzanne Zappasodi (At the meeting on September 14, Diane 
Leibscher replaced Andrea Haslinger on the board.) Also 
at the meeting, congratulations and thanks were offered 
to Ronald Colton who is celebrating his fifth anniversary 
as manager of the corporation. 


Garage Leasing 
The rental garage leasing pri¬ 
orities were at issue as a con¬ 
flict had arisen between the 
rights of a newcomer to a court 
with garages and the rights of a 
couple who have rented a garage 
there for several decades but who 
do not live in the court. The prior¬ 
ities state that “garages leased 
to members outside of the court 
. ... shall be terminated upon 
thirty days notice for any mem¬ 
ber requesting a first garage in 
their court of residence.” The 
couple had received a termina¬ 
tion notice and appealed the de¬ 
cision. As both members have 
medical problems, the situation 
had no easy answer. The board, 
while agreeing that the regula¬ 
tions are clear, requested man¬ 
agement to see if an alternative 
garage space could be located for 
the elderly couple who would be 
displaced. A final decision will 
be made at a future meeting. 

Hedges and Shrubs 
The board had asked the Ar¬ 
chitecture and Environment Com¬ 
mittee to clarify a proposed reg¬ 
ulation dealing with boundary 
plantings. The reworded proposal 


was presented. It states, “Hed¬ 
ges and shrubs which form, in 
part or in whole, a boundary 
between neighboring yards may 
not be removed except by mutual 
consent of the adjacent mem¬ 
bers), Such hedges or shrubs 
bordering walkways or other 
common areas may not be re¬ 
moved without written permis¬ 
sion of GHI.” The report was 
accepted by the board and will be 
discussed at a future meeting. 

Vinyl Siding 

During rehab, eight-inch vinyl 
siding was installed on the frame 
homes using seven colors. Only 
four of these colors are still be¬ 
ing manufactured - cream, tan, 
gray, and white. Blue, green, 
and gold siding cannot be found 
in the eight-inch siding. In some 
cases, a narrower-look shingle 
can be found in the correct color. 
Board and mangement discussed 
how much siding to keep in stock 
how' to replace siding that is 
damaged when matching siding is 
no longer available, and how to 
handle additions. Management 
and board are still discussing 
various options.

DR. GRIDLOCK, TAKE NOTICE 

It is both our good fortune and misfortune to be located along some of the major highways 
in the D.C. area. This location makes us mare attractive to business, which helps the tax 
base. On the down side, it creates physical barriers to divide us (BW Parkway on the 
east, Kenilworth Avenue on the west, plus the beloved Beltway). It also causes traffic 
problems — big traffic problems. 

Let's concede that the traffic problems are getting worse. The change is detectable in many 
parts of the City, but especially at and near the intersection of Greenbelt Road and Han¬ 
over Parkway. Local residents turning left from Hanover onto Greenbelt Road must 
often wait through two (sometimes three) changes of the traffic light, after which there 
is another light in front of the Greenway Center. 

Some improvements are underway or planned, but the results will be somewhat mixed. 
Greenbelt Road is being widened, but this will also encourage more people to use it, es¬ 
pecially if Kenilworth Avenue becomes the route to the planned Inter-County Connector. 
The exit from the Parkway to Greenbelt Road will be re-routed to come out closer to 
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Hanover Parkway 




Greenway Center 

Hanover Parkway, but the proposed 
route threatens a valuable area of 
trees beside Greenbriar. Meanwhile, 
crossing Hanover from the east side 
of Greenway Center is sometimes 
dangerous and often frustrating, 
which could also be said of the 
“roadways” through Green way Gen- 4 ^ 
ter itself. 

A proposed massive development, in¬ 
appropriately called Sunrise, threat¬ 
ens to make everything worse. Its 
latest version is a twin-tower , 11 - 
story, 41$-apartment complex on a 
10 -acre lot next to the Holiday Inn. 

The city cannot stop this develop¬ 
ment on its own initiative, as a 
grandfather clause protects the de¬ 
veloper from having to undergo a 
public facilities test. 

There are no easy solutions, but we 
cannot afford to be paralyzed by the 
complexities of the problem, 

• Regarding Sunrise Towers, I believe the City should 
continue to oppose this unwelcome development. At 
the very least, we can negotiate toward a scaled 
down project, perhaps by encouraging commercial 
development instead of apartments. We can also 
encourage Federal Government acquisition of this 
parcel, by purchase, land swap, or other means, 
means. 

• As for the traffic burden, we should 

— Study the traffic patterns going into, out of, and 
through Greenway Center. There must be a 
better system than this. 

— Evaluate the previous County proposal to create an opening in Greenway Center, 
which would allow pedestrian access from the back side of the building and create 
more accessible parking on the back side. 

— Ask the Federal Government to coordinate with us regarding their new Parkway 
exit/entrance plans, and also insist that all trees be replaced. 

— Use the City's own traffic study data, not developers’ data, to properly predict the 
impact of any development on any intersection in the City. This study is being 
considered by City Staff and the Council based on my proposal. 

• Finally, the City Council should support pending County legislation requiring that ex¬ 
isting roads be proven adequate or road improvements be in place before any new devel¬ 
opment is approved by the County. Such a law might protect us from gridlock in 
Greenbelt East and other parts of the City.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again: 

Well it’s time to switch over to the heat mode for those of you 
who have not done so. 

If this is going to be the first time in use since last season, 
just select the heat mode and maximum blower. You should 
have good heat provided the engine is warmed up. Here are a 
few questions we are asked: 

First, a damp odor when heat was first turned on. This is 
normal after sitting all summer with no air movement around 
the heating core. The core itself gets dusty, and the fan now 
tends to blow the area clean. 

Second, a noise something like a baseball card hitting a spoke 
wheel. This is more than likely leaves or something that got 
sucked up into the blower housing It will diminish in a few 
seconds and should be O.K. On the other hand the heating core 
may be leaking. First sign is antifreee in passenger compartment 
on the floor. Second sign is interior side of windshield fogging 
up with moiture and smelling like engine anti-freeze. If this con¬ 
dition exists, the heating core must be replaced.
